The Red "and White Revue will 
be deciding on the form of its 
annual'production early next fall.

In order, to obtain the best poss- 
ible script the Revue executive is 
anxious to, receive as many con- 
tributions as possible.

In contrast to the graduate em- 
ploymcnt situation, Miss R. M. Pel- 
tier, In . charge of summer employ- 
ment, says that the supply of sum- 
mer Jobs is very poor. There has' 
been no difficulty experienced in 
obtaining summer Jobs for most 
engineering, undergraduates, but a 
definite majority of the Arts and 
Science students who" have regis- 
tered for summer employment have 
not yet been placed. The situation 
for Commerce students, usually 
very good. Is also not very bright 
this year. , 

Miss Peltier adds, however, that 
most students will probably locate 
jobs evenlually. even if not quite 
what they want.

The Old, Old Question 



Premier Duplessis, has indicated that Que 
rj*r. universities are • hot likely to receive 
further financial aid throutrh Federal grants. 

Five Quebec universities have received 
Federal giants this year through a Federal- 
Provincial acreeinent valid for one year only; 
but the Premier assjircs us that this does not 
mean that further payments will be forth* 
/coming— "far from it." 

Acting upon thé recommendations made in 1 
he report Of the. Masscy Commission on Arts, 
Letters and Science.''. Parliament last year 
voted '$7,100.000 to the universities. Quebec's 
ehare of $2.028.300 went to .McGill. Lavâf 
^University of Montreal, Sir George Willia 
College and University of Bishop's College. 
Normally, the grants go to the universities 
i-; without provincial intervention, hut Quebec 
I disagrees with Ottawa's definition of institu- 
I . tion* eligible for them. Provincial authorities 
>liave made representations to Federal authori- 
ties on the f matter. "It'appears to us evident 
and undeniable that the provinces hold ex- 
clusive rights in matters of education,'.' says 
-Mr. Duplessis. - 

Commenting on the grants in general. Mr. 
Duplessis adds, "If the Federal Government 





has a few thousand dollars to disposé of it 
is because 'it collects revenues which belong 
to thé . provinces." This i* of course in line' 
with the. Premier's definition of the true 
meaning of "autonomy": that Quebec must 
re-po*scss the sources of revenue which have 
been taken away from the province by Fed- 
eral Authorities. 

•Answering Premier Duplessis' fears of 
Federal infringement on Provincial jurisdic- 
tion, Prime Minister Louis St. Laurent says 
that in accordance with the Massey Report, 
"the Federal Government has shown in a 
- ànner its interest,. from the national, 
in -university training." "Mr. St..

Laurent further emphasizes that the Federal 
Government is "most scrupulous in recoeniz- 
ing the exclusive jurisdiction of th,c provinces 
in the whole realm of education." 

Thé continuation of Federal aid is of great 
importance to McGill. McGill's share of 
$010.000 was a vital factor in the balancing 
of the budget for the past seasofi.' If the 
Quohce Government does not renew Hie 
Federal - Provincial agreement, and if some 
other source of revenue cannot he found, then' 
McGill University may look forward • to 
greater difficulties in the future. D.P.

,ie McGill Campus has long be 
r .;«dered a fund-raiser's nightmare. Tht . 
x for this is not hard to find, for, à good year's 
take from the campus for all charitable ap- 
peals, direct and indirect, amounts to ahout 
. sixty cents per .person; a dollar a. person is 
I considered miraculous. Yet this deplorable 
J showing occurs every year despite the avail- 
ability of almost unlimited publicity and a 
larce, intelligent and hard-working campaign 
committee. 

Several reasons have been put' forward to 
explain this phenomcnom. some seriously and 
some as a face saving attempt. It is'said that 
students are hard up. that they are not inter- 
ested in outside charities', that they are apa- 
thetic, that they are unaware of the campaign, 



that they are pestered too' much or thit'nO one 
ever asked them for a contribution. However, 
whatever thé reason, they have never given 
any appréciable support to a peace-time cam- 
paign. . , 

Now a new group, the International House 
' Fund, is banning nn appeal with a new ap- 
proach. The objective is to he an addition, to 
student facilities on the campus. Tl\at which 
i« asked is time; work, hobby products, rub- 
bish and unwanted property. Now it remains 
to be seen whether the .student body can he 
pried lno«e from that which it has to spare, 
for its. own ultimate benefit. It is to he hoped 
that this appeal will succeed, for we can 
■ hardly hone for outside help if we will not 
' help ourselves. P. H. 



Death of a Scientist 




■vVh'at distinmishes a scientist, from other 
men is his use of and devotion to the scientific 
method. The scientist probes nature, experi- 
menting, verifying: and verifying acain. When 
he conceives an hypothesis it is only for work- 
ing purposes. If his experiments and observa- 
tions confirm the hypothesis he continues 
usirfg it: if they disprove the hypothesis he 
s it. For him the farts are supreme, the 
al before which all ideas, beliefs and 
prejudice* must, be tested and rctested. 

In this "tradition and justly honored sense 
Frederic .Toi jot -Curie was once a scientist. 
When he .md his brilliant wife did their fa- 
mous work on artificial radioactivity, as well 
as other re;carchr-. M. .lolint-Curio uscd'the 
scientific -meihod. Before he published his re- 
mit' he checked and double-checked, well 
knowin? that his work was of value only if ir 
could b\ duplicated and verified by nthers 
who would approach it with the skeptical 
frame of mind that is the key to the scientiit'S 




way of thought. The Nohél Prize won by M. 
Joliot-Curle was a richly deserved reward for 
a brilliant application of the scientific method. 

Today, howev.er. the scientist that was this, 
once-great fiuure is no more. Today M. Joliot- 
Curie is merely another Stalinist hack, cred- 
ulously mouibine Moscow's propaganda.- ac- 
centing it without verification, refecting nut 
of hand contrary evidence, and unwilling even 
to inve'ti-r.Ko whether Moscow's line' is true 
or false. If M. Joliot-rurie were still a scien- 
tist today he would not he denouncine "crim- 
inal American h.icteriovnlngiral warfare" hut 
joining in the l'uitcrl States' demand for an 
on-the-*pot impartial stiidy of the Communist 
accusations, By hi« rejection of the scientific 
approach here he has again given proof that 
the scient i.«t he once was i< dead.

Oncé in a while, one of those 
war booka is written, that U en- 
tirely true and yet still makes fas- 
cinating reading as a novel. One 
such was the Wood'en Horse- An- 
other is Operation Cicero. Like 
the former book, 'this one too 
has been adapted for the screen 
and produced. 

Operation Cicero was written by 
L. C. Moyzisch, a minor depart- 
ment chief in the German Embassy 
In Ankara during the war. The in- 
cident,, from which the book takes 
its title occurred from October 
1843 to Aprl'l 1844. ' 

Like all neutral capitals during 
a war, there is a certain feeling, of 
tension and unreality In wartime 
Ankara. Without dwelling at great 
length, but with dlgrcJsions that 
seem to add to the speed of the ad- 
venture, the author makes one 
aware of this feeling.

Operation Cicero Is a story of 
espionage. The circumstances and 
the information obtained by the 
spying seem almost unbelievable. 

d many of the, IncI- 
ielves seem so Incidental 
that one Is often tempted to ques- 
tion the assertions of accuracy that 
are made . by the publisher and 
various others, throughout the 
book. This of course can hardly be 
a condemnation, but /Is merely 
mentioned to show the extraordi- 
nary nature 6f the story. 

The information is obtained for 
the Germans by the valet of the 
British ambassador, who hates the 
British with a venom that Is pecul- 



iar t6 the Middle ..East. What .he 
brings the Germans are exceed- 
ingly ; accurate reports of some 
of the greatest secrets ot the 
war: "the Cairo and Teheran con- 
ferences, strength of the Allied 
forces, the quantity, of Lend-Leasc 
sent to Russia, the details of .. thé 
Norinandy invasion, At .first glance, 
this looks like enough informa- 
tion, to have beaten ' the' Allies. 
However, it only served; to those 
who didn't aiready realise it arid 
who were .willing to;- believe in 
facts, to confirm that Germany 
could never win the war. It is this 
coupled with the incredible stupi- 
dity of the Nazi leaders that keeps 
ono from reading the 'book, with a 
good deal of .antagonism. ' 1 

The names of the jC-ormans di- 
rectly and Indirectly connected 
with the story sound like a Who's 
Whd v of the Nazi Regime. Ribben- 
trop, Kaltenbrunner, von Papen, 
Goebbels play important pans In 
this drama. 

As much as possible, the book 
keeps to the story and omits the 
fighting. Moyzisch and his chief,' 
the German ambassador, Franz-von 
Papen; belong to that now e'xtinet 
school of diplomats that never 
bore any hatred for the enemy. As 
the author himself puts it, "the 
enemy is the enemy, and that Is 
that." 

This conveys the Impression that 
it was just as unthinkable for the 
author to combat the enemy, phy 
sically, as it was for him even to 
think of deserting his country 
when he' himself was falsely ac- 
cused and imminent arrest and 
death awaited him.

Professor Jamieson Appointed 
New Engineering Dean 



Dr. F. Cyril James has announc- 
ed , the Board of Governors' ap- 
pointment of. Professor Robert. E. 
Jamieson as Dean. of. Engineering 
and of three new departmental 
chairmen. Professor Jamieson suc- 
ceeds Professor John J. O'Neill, 
who Is retiring from the posts of 
Vice-Frincipal of the University, 
Dean of Engineering, Dawson pro- 
fessor ' of Geology' and chairman 
of the department, and chairman 
ot the Engineering Building. Dean 
O'Neill, formerly president of the 
Royal Society of Canada, will be 
awarded the degree of Doctor ot 
Laws, honoris causa, at the forth- 
coming convocation. 

Dr. T. H. Clark, Logan professor 
ot paleontology,' has been named 
to succeed Professor O'Neill as 
chairman of this department of 
geology. 

Dr. J. S. Foster, MacDonald pro- 
fessor of Physics and ■ director of 
the radiation laboratory succeeds 
Dr. A. Norman Shaw, who is re- 
tiring, as chairman of the Physics 
department. 

Dr. George ' I. Duthie, Molson 
professor of English language and 
literature, has been appointed new 
chairman of the English depart- 
ment to succeed Dr. H. G. Flics, 
who continues as Grcenshlelds pro- 
fessor of English literature. 

On Staff 33 Years 

"Professor Jamieson, a native of 
Ottawa, has been on the staff since 
1910. He gained his B.Sc. in engin- 
eering in 1914, then served in the 
First World War with the 1,1th 
Canadian Siege Artillery. He stu- 
died for his M.Sc. while workng as 
a demonstrator, and was made a 
a lecturer in civil engineering in 
1920. In 1923 he became an assistant 
professor, and associate professor 
the following year. 

He was made William Scott pro- 
fessor of civil engineering in 1932, 
nnd is now chairman of the de- 
partment. On leave of absence from 
McGill from 1941 to 1945, he served 
as director-general of the Army 



Engineering Design branch in the 
Department of Munitions and Sup- 
ply. He was awarded an O.B.E; In 
recognition of his services. 

Professor Jamieson Is a past pres- 
ident of the Corporation of Profes- 
sional Engineers of the Province of 
Quebec. He is now vice-chairman 
of the Canadian Standards Asso- 
ciation, and has just been made 
treasurer of the Engineering In 
stitute of Canada. He is on the soil 
mechanics and concrete commit 
tecs of tho National Research Coun 
cil of Canada. Professor Jamieson 
has directed research within his de 
parlaient and has published var 
ious research- papers of hU own. 
New Department Chairmen 

Dr. Clark obtained his A.B., A.M. 
and Ph.D. degrees at Harvard. He 
came to McGjll in 1924 as assistant 
professor in Geology. In 1927 he 
was made associate professor and 
was named Logan professor of 
paleontology two .years later. He 
haa served as director of McGill 
museums and has published re- 
search papers In his field. 

Dr. Foster began his teaching 
career at Mount Allison and Acad- 
ia after completing his undergrad- 
uate training at Acadia, He then 
entered Yale, where ho won the 
Loomis. scholarship. There he was 
named National Research Fellow 
after gaining his Ph.D. Joining the 
McGill staff In 1924 as assistant 
professor, he was named MacDon- 
ald professor of physics in 1938. 
He is a Fellow of the Royal Soci- 
ety, London. 

Dr. Duthie, of Dumfries, Scot- 
land, was awarded his M.A., PhD. 
and D. Lilt, degrees at Edinburgh 
University. He began his teaching 
career there In 1939, and came to 
McGill in 1947 as Molson professor 
of English literature. Dr. Dnthio 
has done extensive research In 
Shakespearian textual criticism 
and has published various works 
in this field. During his postji-ad- 
liatc years at Edinburgh he was 
Carnegie Research Fellow.

Having chosen the church for his 
career, ^Dr. Raven became a dis, 
tinguLshed educator; he became a 
lecturer , In theology at Emmanuel 
College Immediately following his* 
ordalnment in 1609; was accorded 
a number of high posts within the 
Church of England following ser- 
vice as Army chaplain in the First 
World War. 

He gained a wide reputation • as 
lecturer and writer during his 
occupancy of a chair at Cambridge 
University, He had Joined the 
Cambridge staff in 1932, served as 
Master- of Christ's College from 
was named Vice Chan- 
e university In 1947. He 
his Cambridge posts in 
19.50. , For several years he held the 
post of Chaplain to the late King. 
Mi. 8axe 
A distinguished lawyer, Mr. Saxe 
graduated from McGill In 1897 re 
vlng the Prince of Wales Gold 
Medal for mental and moral 
philosophy, A native ot Albany, 
N.Y., he received his legal training 
at the Columbia Law School and 
was admitted to the New York bar 
In 1900. 

Many calls to public service have 
marked his more than half-century 
career in the legal profession; he 
served twice as chairman of the 
executive committee of the As- 
sociation of the Bar of the City of 
New York and later two terms as 
president of the New York State 
Bar Association.

sities. 

Professor O'Neill 
Dean O'Neill retires this spring 
from the positions ot Dean of the 
Faculty of Engineering, Vice- 
Principal of the University, Dawson 
(Macdonald) Professor of Geolo( 
and head of the Department bf 
Geological Sciences. A geologist of 
international, fame as well as 
teacher and administrator, Dr. 
O'Neill has held national posts of 
eminence including the presidency 
of the Royal Society of Canada. 

Born in Port Colbourne, Ont, In 
1886, he received ' his B.Sc. and 
M.Sc. degrees from McGill before 
proceeding to Yale for his Ph.D. 
He continued his post-graduate 
work in geology at the University 
of Wisconsin. Upon completion ot 
his formal training he was named 
lecturer in McGlll's Department o{ 




Geological Sciences in 1921 and was 
made Dawson Professor of Geology 
In 1029. 

High administrative posts follow- 
ed. He was named. Dean ot the 
Science Division in 1935, Dean of 
the Faculty of Graduate Studies in 
1939 and Doan of Engineering In 
1942. . During this entire period he 
served as Chairman ot the Depart- 
ment of Geology, 

He was' appointed to his highest 
post, that of Vice-Principal of the 
University, in 1948. 

Professor Shaw 

Dr. Shaw's retirement marks the 
completion of 48 years ot associa- 
tion with the University. He was 
first attracted to the subject that 
became his life's work while 'a 
student under the late Sir Ernest 
Rutherford while the latter was 
teaching at McGill. 

Dr. Shaw, entered the University 
as a student In 1004 after matricu- 
lating from the High School of 
Montreal. 'With the exception of 
two . years which he spunt as 
scholar at Cambridge he has been 
at McGill ever since. 

During his lengthy career at the 
University, Professor Shaw has 
been known as both teacher and 
administrator by successive grad- 
uating classes. As a scientist he 
has known and worked with some 
of the greats in physics, including 
Sir J. J. Thomson as well as Lord 
Rutherford.

Its work 
is carried on through 51 "branches" 
throughout Canada and the United 
States as well as in Great Britain, 
the Caribbean, South America 
wherever graduates can get togct!

Membership in the vast organ 
izatlon — as well as active parti- 
cipation In the work (and play) 
of the local branch in the com- 
munity in which the graduate is 
to reside — is open to any former 
student who has been registered 
for at least one full session at the 
University. Through reduced mem- 
bership rates and other special 
considerations, the Class of 1852 Is 
being encouraged to join tho Soci- 
ety ranks Immediately after grad- 
uation rather than years later af- 
ter establishment in the business 
world as, the Society notes, has 
often been the case with classes 
in the past. 

The Branch Gathering 
The nerve centre of the organ 
lkation is the Montreal Executive 
Offices' 3574 University street, Just 
off the campus — where files are 
maintained and class and branch 
activities 'coordinated. It Is Gradu 
ates' Society' activity on branch 
level, however, with which the 
average member tend! to become 
most familiar. 

Branch meetings, held quarterly 
at most branches, traditionally take 
the form of a business meeting, din- 
ner or dance although barbecues 
and sugarlng-off parties have lent 
variety to several branchs' activity. 
Frequently a guest speaker is in 
attendance or motion pictures are 
shown depicting McGill football en- 
counters or some other aspect of 
University life. The Principal when 
travelling, has been guest speaker 
at many Graduate gatherings, 
' ty ma 
let v. 

graduates have an interest in meet- 
ing together, keeping up-to-date on 
University happenings, and Jointly 
supporting the activity of their 
Alma Mater. One of the more re- 
cently established branches is in Rio 
de Janeiro, Brazil. 

Newsletters arc forwarded to the 
branches by the Montreal office of 
the Society. In addition each mem- 
ber receives the McGill News, . a 
quarterly publication which in- 
cludes personal notes on other grad- 
uates as well as news of University 
and student activity. 

It is from the University street 
head office that all large scale 
undertakings of the Society are con- 
trolled .Class reunions are organ- 
ized, overall policy Is directed, In- 
formation is sent out and under- 
graduate interest activity is carried 
on through this Montreal office. It 
Is here that the president, general 
secretary, Alma Mater Fund chair- 
man and other Society workers 
maintain their offices and perma< 
nent records. 

Members of the Society, who live 
in Montreal have the privilege of 
attending Film Society showings 
and of making use of the'Redpath 
Library and certain athletic facili- 
ties. All grads are assisted by the. 
Society in obtaining tickets > foot- 
ball games and other major campus 
events: thousands of former . stu- 
dents returned to the McGill 
campus on the occasions .of the 
Royal Visits in 1939 and 1051. 

Membership In thé Society— and 
in the local branch— for a given year 
follows automatically the graduate's 
annual Alma Mater Fund contribua 
Hon. 

To encourage members of the 
Class of 1952 to participate /in Soc 
iety activities at an absolute mini 
mum of cost during their first years 
out of college, a special basic mem* 
bershlp rate of two dollars for the 
remainder of 1952, and three dollars 
for 1953 has been announced by 
the Society. Application forms are 
lostcd on various campus notice 
:oards; additional information can 
be obtained, officials note, by visit- 
ing or writing the University street 
offices. 

The Class Reunion 
Organized by elected permanent 
Class Officers in cooperation with 
the Society, Class Reunions serve 
to bring back to the campus mem 
bers of a faculty "class" at inter 
vais following the graduating year. 
Major anniversaries of graduation 
are frequently marked by such re 
unions and often see grads ■ from 
around the world return to the 
campus to mark the occasion. 

Many groups choose to stage re 
unions on one of the "home game 1 
weekends of the intercollegiate 
football schedule. Medical classes 
often plan reunions to coincide 
with a local auturtin clinical con- 
ference; dental classes with the fall 
dental clinic of the Montreal Dental 
Club. 

The two-day weekend reunion 
may consist of a reception or cock 
tait party Friday evening; campus 
tours, attendance en masse at i 
home football game; a dinner Sat 
urday evening; and some form of 
entertainment for out-of-town 
graduates planning to stay over 
Sunday. 

While organization of such class 
reunions Is undertaken by Class 
Officers rather than Society offi- 
cials. the Society lends its experi- 
ence, records and facilities to grad- 
uate officers working on such a 
project. 

Undergraduates' nterests 
Graduates have, in recent years 
maintained a standing offer of as- 
sistance to the student body — col- 
lectively and individually — 
nrough advisory panels, legal and 
technical advice, attendance at 
major student undertakings, and of- 
fers of individual help at registra- 
tion, freshman reception. Christmas 
vacation and other times. Such 
varied assistance is co-ordinated 
through the Undergraduates' Inter- 
ests Committee of the Society, a 
group which serves as liaison be- 



tween the student body and 
Society. 

The Rooms Registry — designed 
to assist the out-of-town student in 
locating suitable residential ac- 
comodations for the college year — • 
is a (Graduates' Society Undergrad- 
uates' Interest organization. The 
Placement Service Is operated 
ointly by the Society and tha Uni- 
versity: 

The Society, when requested, 
publicises such major student un- 
dertakings as the Red and White 
Review, Winter Carnival, and Ath- 
letics Nights and encourages Its 
Montreal members to attend. At 
registration time out-of-town stu- 
dent are shown ' around the ' city 
by graduates; at Christmas they 
have a standing dinner invitation at 
graduate's home If they remain 
in Montreal for the holidays, 

Panels of speakers are available 
for "Gen Nights" or similar stu- 
dents self-educational projects: the 
Society provided speakers for the 
co-ed Career Clinic this year. 

Legal advice is available tn any 
student who is referred to the So- 
ciety. 

Advice and assistance Is avail 
able to those planning Winter Car- 
nivals or other major campus un 
dertakings. 

Although such' work Is seldom 
referred to in campus conversation, 
the graduates, through the Society, 
as General Secretary D. Lome 
Gales (Law '35) expresses It, "are 
ready and willing to be of any as 
slstance -we can In campus matters 
If we're approached for help or ad- 
vice we are always most glad to 
be of service." 

Alma Mater Frnd 
The Sir Arthur Currle Memorial 
Gymnasium-Armoury and Memor- 
ial Ppol annex serve as mute tes- 
timony to service by graduates — 
through the Society — to the Uni- 
versity community. The structure 
was completely financed by grad- 
uates from all parts of the world 
the Graduates' Society of Great 
Britain, unable to ship funds dur 
to the dollar crises, supplied the 
titles of which the pool and ad. 
joining shower rooms ara con 
structed. 

Special fund raising campaign* 
have been replaced in recent years 
by a "living endowment" plan of 
annual giving Incorporated Into the 
Society's Alma Mater Fund. AK 
donations received above operat- 
ing costs of the Society are turned 
over intact to the University for 
use at the discretion of the Board 
of Governors.

Awards Set Record 
Since its organization in 1916 by 
Parliamentary act as the '"Honorary 
Advisory Council for Scientific 
* 




and Industrial Research," Canada's 
National Research Council has been 
actively engaged In the coordlna< 
tion of research activities in uni' 
versities, government laboratories 
and industries, the prosecution of 
research through grants in aid, and 
the postgraduate training of re- 
search workers— all in addition to 
pure research. 

Corresponding to the Council's 
rapid rise to a vast organization 
employing a staff of almost 2,500, 
the awarding ot scholarships has 
greatly increased in recent years; 
this year's total of 241 awards 
amounting to $227,000 is a record 
figure,- comparing to last year's 
215 awards amounting to. $192,100. 

In 1939, only 49 awards were 
made, with 69 and 65 in 1940 and 
1941, rising suddenly after the 
war to 181 and 145 in 1940 and 
1950 respectively. 

All in all, since 1916 well over 
1800 Canadian students have been 
aided in their post-graduate stu- 
dies by the National Research 
Council annual awards.

Follows Meeting .

leagues leading to competition 'for 
the Alexander Trophy." This rule 
takes effect immediately and Is not 
retroactive. 

2) ( "No person Is eligible who re- 
ceives an athletic scholarship, or 
any other form of remuneration 
either from the institution itself 
or from'any other body or individ- 
ual for the purpose of recruiting 
members for athletic teams, 
""ecause of the difficulty of con- 
oiling athletic loan funds, any 
student receiving aid from a loan 
fund is also ineligible unless that 
fund. is directly controlled or ad- 
ministered' by the academic autho- 
rity of the institution." 

This prevents the continued ex- 
istence of the Athletic Loan Fund 
at McGlll as presently constituted. 
As it exists now, the Fund is con- 
trolled by graduates and friends 
who set it up three years ago. 
. A condition of membership in 
the Union was set up whereby all 
athletics must be directly under 
the control of the administration 
of each institution. 

TRANSFER RULE 
The present 'transfer rule' was 
extended to apply to students trans- 
ferring from any university to 
a member of the union. Under this 
rule a student who is classed as 
a transfer must* spend one year 
at the. institution to which he has 
transferred before he Is eligible 
to represent that Institution On an 
athletic team. 

Formerly, only students classi- 
fied as transfers from one union 
institution to another had to spend 
a year at the institution to which 
they had transferred before being 
allowed to compete. The rule now 
applies to transfer classified stu- 
doMs from any institution to °a 
uajort, institution/

In v— «ajes 
the glrls^ countcr-attacke;' med 
with pails of water, and in others 
they* urged on the Invaders with 
giggly yells and whoops of femin- 
ine delight Harassed officials of 
most .universities involved say that 
thè girls enjoyed the. whole thing 
just as much' as the boys; a popular 
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magasine proves it with a picture 
of two sorority girls, held down 
by boys, both laughing happily as 
the - boys ' paint Greek letters on 
their jeans. 

Some of the boys hsd to par for 
their fun with a night in jail; 
others ran , into varied kinds of 
trouble. At the University of Miami 
police had to enlist the aid of the 
football team to throw men «ut 
of the women's dormitories. 

University of Vermont students 
in Burlington seeking the girls' 
dormitories found themselves sur- 
rounded by tear gas and firemen's 
hoses. At the U. of Minnesota, al- 
though 500 students made a surprise 
sortie against the dorms, the only 
one the police could find to arrest 
was caught letting air out of police 
car tires. One male marauder at 
the University of Delaware was 



trapped on an upper floor by girls 
wielding a fire hose. 

An unusual twist in the. arrange- 
ments was made at Chicago's 
Northwestern University, where 
200 girls seranadèd in front of the 
The men applauded 
return visit, escaping 
with a good supply of lingerie. 

The girls at Columbia's Barnard 
College waved panties out the 
window to tease the men, then 
threw garbage at them when they 
drew near. 
• Vanderbilt University came out 
with the best scheme for halting 
the raids: officials threatened that 
those taking part in raids would 
lose their status as students in 
good standing, thus becoming eli- 
gible for the draft.
